MAYOR IN WASHINGTON 


Williams, but Is Silent on, 
His Own Plans. |

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—-Mayor 
Victor Miller of St. Louis, accom- 
panied by his campaign manager, 
Robert Kratky, and Representative 
Cleveland A. Newton, today held 
conferences with the tepublicay 
members of the Missour! Congres- 
sional delegation to ascertain sen- 
iiment against the candidacy of 
Senator George H. Williams of Mis- 
souri. In his talks with the mem- 
bers, Miller confined himself to at- 
tacking Williams and did not di- 
rectly seek to gain support for him- 
self. After the conferences he said 
that he had not’ decided whether 
he would be a candidate. 

It was expected that Miller 
would attempt to get Newton or 
Representative Charles L. Faust of 
St. Joseph into the race against 
Williams and thereby lessen the 
potential opposition to himself in 
1928, but both these Congressmen 
strongly indicated their intention of 
remaining in the House for at least 
the next two years. Miller pre- 
sumably figured that if Faust ran 
this year, chances would be more 
favorable to a St. Louis Republi- 
can in 1928. 

Kratky Surp?ised. 

Kratky said that Miller's refusal! 
to declare himself out of this year’s 
race was a surprise to him. Miller, 
in announcing that he had . »not 
made up his mind, stated that he 
was still waiting for a strong can- 
didate to announce against Wil- 
liams and that he would support 
any Republican besides Williarns.
